'II has been generally observed 
that house flies have been more 
numerous this summer than for 
manv years," stated Dr. J. H. 
Wesley, M." O. HU this week. 
"From the time of the fruit sea- 
son until the frosty nights come 
we are sure to have them in 
swarms. The farmers' cattle are 
covered with them and the 
clablcs are full of the pests. 
E\*en the usual spraying of the 
cattle and stables does not appear 

to do very much good. 

"The increased number of 
these summer pests is taxing the 
vigilance of the nurses at the 
York county hospital. 

'These house flies are hatched 
in filth, they are carriers of filth 
and disease germs on their feet, 
wines and in their intestinal 
canals. There is no doubt but 
the house fly has a lot to do with 
the sharp incidence of diseases 
of the stomach and bowels dur- 
ing the summer and fall months, 
and if every person will appre- 
ciate this, he will be busy at 
every opportunity in extermin- 
ating the last fly to be seen. 

"All food should be kept in a 
cool cellar or modern refriger- 
ator, well covered and not 
allowed to become stale. All 
windows and doors should be 
well screened. 

"Health authorities have said, 
and it has not been contradicted, 
that a pair of flies will breed at 
least 1,555.200,000 flies in the 
course of the summer. So by 
this it would look like good bus- 
iness to start your fly swatting 
early."

High, Sale Indicates 



Careful Management Of 

Town Affairs Given 

As Reason 

Newmarket's financial admin- 
istrators believe that citizens of 
Newmarket have reason to con- 
gratulate themselves on the 
town's high credit rating. 

At a meeting of the finance 
committee on Saturday, the town 
sold to Harrison & Co., Toronto 
bond dealers, an issue of serial 
debentures for a probable 
amount of $17,000 bearing 3% 
per cent interest at a rate of 
$100.50 for every $100 bond. 

In addition, the purchasers are 
paying all legal and printing 
expenses, so that the town is sell- 
ing on a 3.42 per cent yield basis. 

"It is a remarkably good rate," 
stated N. L. Mathews, K. C, 
clerk and solicitor, to The Era. 
M It is by far the best rate we 
have ever had, to my knowledge. 
We haven't sold bonds below five 
per cent in my memory." 

Mayor Dr. S. J. Boyd told The 
Era that he had been telling some 
outstanding financiat men in the 
city about the sale, and that they 
were surprised at Newmarket's 
ability to borrow on those terms. 

"They said it was wonderful, 
away above the average for a 
town of this size," said Dr. Boyd. 
"It shows the soundness of the 
financial condition of the town. 
We borrowed for less than the 
prevailing rate. The amount 
was to be for $15,000 to $18,000, 
and will probably be $17,000.

GALES AND REGALES 

Two weeks holidays in Nova Scotia! We just 
wish that it were passible for every reader of 
The Era to enjoy such a trip. Let us try to 
regale you (word "regale" used in a Pickwickian 
sense to mean a wordy attempt to make the 
Atlantic gaJes blow again for your benefit) with 
an account of our trip. Two days were spent on 
the journey down by train, and two days on the 
return journey, leaving ten days for boating, 
swimming, visiting and renewing acquaintance. 
Travelling by train (C. N. R. via Montreal and 
the Intercolonial) has become vastly more pleas- 
ant in the last year or two with air-conditioned 
cars. 

In Passing 

Montreal always impresses itself upon us as 
Canada's most interesting and Canada's dirtiest 
city. Human beings do not seem to count in the 
great Canadian metropolis. The majority of 
families live in little three or four-roomed flats 
like rabbits in hutches without runs or pens. In 

the city of Montreal itself, easily seen from the 

train, are some of the most revolting stums to be 
found anywhere. In some of the suburb cities, 
such as Outrcmont and Verdun, you see miles 
and miles of flats, all fairly new and hardly slums 
yet, but mighty poor places to live according to 
Ontario standards. The typical building contains 
six flats. It is jammed within a few feet of the 
sidewalk. To get to the second and third storey 
fiats (there are two flats on each storey) you go 
up circular iron stairways which decorate the 
front of most of the newer dwelling-places in 
Montreal. A flat is likely to contain a kitchen, 
bath-room, 'iall and a double-room, so constructed 
that a curtain will make it into two rooms but 
complying with n building by-law requiring light 
in each room. AH light must come from the 
front or the back, as these tenements are jammed 
hard against each other. At the back there is 
usually an unsightly woodshed running up the 
three storeys and a little bit of two by four 
verandah. These suburban streets, all just about 
alike, with their miles and miles of steel stair- 
ways, are a dreary sight, contrasting sadly with 
the trees and lawns of Toronto's suburbs. 

Rich In History 

In spile of the fact that Montreal is landlord- 
owned, city sales-taxed and padlocked, it is still 
to us the most interesting city we have ever 
visited. Its picturesque site, its two languages, 
its hundreds of beautiful churches, its public 
squares with monuments recalling colorful his- 
tory, its old-fashioned narrow streets in the St. 
James St. section where big business thrives but 
retail business does not, combine to make 
Montreal a mecca for tourists, Dirtv or not, we 
like it. 

A Liftfe College 

At Halifax we attended the Dalhousie university! 
reunion. Dalhousie is a small university with an 
enrolment of about a thousand students, but with 
a long and creditable history. Lord Dalhousie, 
who subsequently became governor-general of 
Canada, was first stationed at Halifax. He sug- 
gested to the British government that the proceeds 
of a raid on the New England port of Casline 
during the war of 1812 be used, to advance the 
cause of higher education in Nova Scotia. This 
suggestion was accepted in I81H, and thus began 
Dalhousie College. The new college did not 
unakc much progress, however, until 1838 when 
r Rov\ Thomas McCulloch became the principal. 
Dr. .McCulloch had already made Pictou Academy 
<a famous school, laying the foundations which 
were to make Pictou county known throughout 
Canada for its preachers, scholars, scientists and 
university presidents. Dalhousie and other Nova 
;Scotian universities differ from Ontario univer- 
stfites in that they do not receive any government 
assistance. They are entirely dependent upon 
their endowments and private gifts. One would 
suppose that this would be an advantage, making 
the universities independent and unafraid of tho 
powcrs-that-be. We doubt, however, if university 
teachers in Nova Scotia are any more radical or 

any more outspoken than their fellows in Ontario. 

Half The Navy 

The reunion lasted three days. An interesting 
event of the first day was a "hodge-podge*' held 
on the banks of the Norlh-West Arm. A hodge- 
podge is a Nova Scotia slew containing fresh 
vegetables. Following the consumption of the 
hodge-podge, a college sing-song was held. Half 
of the Canadian navy (two cruisers) obligingly 
decorated themselves with lights for this evening 
•event and played their searchlights upon the 
singers and the canoes and other craft which 
dotted the Ann. The navy also set off fireworks 
to enliven the evening. Finally a bonfire was 
started on the water. All in all, It was a colorful 
event. A little later in the evening nt a dunce the 
writer was plcasnntly surprised to learn that his 
youthful partner in a Paul Jones was the wife 
of Premier Thnne Campbell of Prince Edward 
Island. 

Eighteen Cents A Bushel 

The next day on a boat trip to the mouth of 
Halifax Harbor we had the pleasure of meeting 
and talking with Premier Campbell. Wo com- 
mented on the fact that Island potatoes always 
command a nice premium In the Ontario market. 
That was oil very well, said Premier Campbell, 
but Island growers received only 18 cents a bushel 
for their potatoes Inst year. We were sailing on 
the Lady Laurler, n government steamer which, 
among other Jobs, corries supplies and sometimes 
medical help to barren Sable Island. 

Fabulous Beauty 



medicine for a great many years and now lives 
in retirement except for the care of pig, poultry 
and cow, Chester is easily the most popular 
American summer colony in Nova Scotia. Its 
fleet of racing yachts is a delight to the eye. 
Chester itself is situated about ten miles from the 
open ocean in a particularly favored spot of 
beautiful Mahone Bay. This bay is unbelievable, 
packed with hundreds of islands, some of them 
cultivated, some of them pasture land, some 
covered with hardwood and many with evergreen. 
It is a yachter's paradise. 

Fishermen's Luck 

We made an interesting trip to one of the larger 
islands, Big" Tancook, about six miles out from 
Chester. This island has over 500 residents, hardy 
folk who make their living from fishing and 
farming. We were told that few people on the 
island were well-to-do, but also that there was no 
one in want of food. The people do a good deal 
of market gardening, selling their produce in 
Chester's summer market. They also do a lot of 
fishing, but fishing isn't so profitable as it might 
be. The fishermen will receive about $4 for a 
barrel of fish which will retail for nearly $40 in 
Halifax. The Halifax market is, of course, very 
small, central Canadian markets are almost 
inaccessible as the result of the long rail-haul, 
and old markets in the United States, Cuba, the 
West Indies, South America, Spain, Italy and 
other countries ha\-e been pretty well closed to 
Canadian fishermen as the result of tariff 
reprisals and nationalistic self-sufficiency plans. 
These Tancook fishermen are fortunate, because 
they arc also market gardeners, but hundreds of 
other fishermen, living along a barren coast that 
will produce little in the way of vegetables, are 
said to be destitute. 

Tuna Fishing 

In our party on the trip to Tancook was a 
gentleman who had landed a 640 pound tuna fish 
the previous day. There are two ways of catching 
tuna. For commercial purposes (tuna sand- 
wiches) the fishermen stand in the bow of their 
little boats and harpoon the monsters. The har- 
poon, we were told, is attached to a barrel, which 




Is there anything which can 
rouse as many emotions as a 
band? 

Its music can induce courage, 
fear, sorrow, joy, inspiration and 
worship. And each band one 
hears has such marked individ- 
ualism — it reflects the spirit of 
its conductor for one thing — and 
hearing its music, one can gain 
a fair idea of for what purpose 
that particular band has its 
being. 

It was strange, during war 
time, to listen as bands changed 
from their peaceful avocation of 
furnishing a weekly concert on 
the court house greens of our 
land, to the crisp, brisk music 
which made unaccustomed feet 
keep in step, in spite of their un- 
accustorr.edness. 

I have heard men say that 
often, when, after weary weeks 
in the trenches, they wore order- 
ed out for a rest, that. loaded as 
they were with mud and equip- 
ment, it seemed as if they could 
not walk the last mile or two. 
But let a band be sent to meet 
them — what a change — shoulders 
straightened, lagging feet took 



from our other bands? .. 

There is a swift beat— a pulse 
— of music that induces excite- 
ment even in the most phlegma- 
tic soul. 

It is as much a part of the 
waltzing horses, the aerial artists, 
the chariot races and all the 
other age-old lures of the tented 
arena, as the performers them- 
selves. 

I'd be willing to wager my hat 
—especially if it were one of the 
newer atrocities— that if the 
music stopped those on the trap- 
ezes might hesitate in their act; 
the horse might stop, leaving its 
rider in mid-air, thus causing ac- 
cidents and maybe death to those 
whose very existence depends on 
perfect timing. 

Last Saturday night and Sun- 
day morning my better half and

tiie barrel about until it becomes tired, and then 
the fishermen pick it up. Sportsmen use a steel 
rod which is fastened to the boat, looking like a 
whip in a socket. The fisherman sits on a swivel 
chair with the rod attached. When the fisherman 
gets a tuna on his line, the motor-boat operator 
allows the tuna to drag the boat, keeping up 
sufficient movement with his engine to prevent 
too much strain on the line. Our friend had a 
three-hour tussle with his tuna, and was pretty 
well exhausted at the end of the afternoon. Just 
this week, we note, a team of Cuban tuna fisher- 
men defeated British and United States teams in 
a tuna fishing tournament off Liverpool, Nova 
Scotia. 

Clams 

Our "fishing" was restricted to clam-digging. 
This is a dangerous sport for ladies with white 
shoes and silk stockings but if you wear rubber- 
boots you hove nothing to worry about. You 
walk along the beach at low tide, looking for little 
holes through which the clams send up streams 
of water as you tread on their holdings. When 
you see a hole or a stream of water you dig fori 
Mr. Clam. Swimming in the buoyant salt water 
is also lots of fun. Even if you are thin and bony 
you have little difficulty in keeping up; if you 
are average weight, you can float quite easily and 
carry on a conversation at the same time; if you 
are nicely rounded out, you can't sink if you try. 

Governments 

The Nova Scotia government has been putting 
down some lovely permanent highways in the last 
two or three years, and in so doing has straight- 
ened out a lot of the curves on the south shore, 
yet the road is still so full of twists and turns 
that 40 miles an hour may be considered a good 
speed. An interesting fact is that in Nova Scotia 
all roads are provincial highways. Municipalities, 
excepts towns, have no road responsibilities. The 
provincial government looks after even the 
hurr.blen country lanes, and it seems to be an 
efficient system.. This docs not mean that Nova 
Scotia has lifted the burden of roads off real 
estate entirely, for the municipalities must collect 
a road tax and turn it over to the province. 
Incidentally, we learned something about this 
question of over-government. When the subject 
of over-government comes up, we in Ontario 
usually brightly suggest that the prairie provinces 
should be only one province and that the Marl- 
times should unite. In Nova Scotia there is no 
equivalent of the Ontario county council, or per- 
haps it would be more correct to say that there 
is no equivalent of the township council. In 
Halifax county, for instance, there are only three 
municipal councils, Halifax city council, Dart- 
mouth town council and Halifax county council, 
which governs all the people in the county outside 

of Dartmouth and Halifax. Dartmouth is not 
represented on the county council as Newmarket 
is represented on York county council. There arc 
no township councils in the county, but each 
district sends its representatives to county coun- 
cil. In another county, Lunenburg county, there 
is no county council, but there are three town 
councils and three rurol councils. 

High Hopes 

Kconouiic conditions in Nova Scotia are bad but 
hope is high. Nova Scotia is rich in coal mines 
but Ontario and Quebec find Nova Scotia coal, 
even after the federal government has subsidized 
its delivery, more expensive than United States 
coal. The people of central Canada arc so strong 
numerically that they can insist that Nova 
Scotians buy from central Canada all that they 
cannot produce for themselves, but Nova Scotians 
are not sufficiently powerful politically to gain 
similar tariff protection for their coal. Unfor- 
tunately, for the Moritirncs it is likely to be "ever 
thus," for a large pro|>ortion of the residents of 
Ontario have come to this country since the 
Confederation agreement was made and do not 
remember that the union was originally for the 
benefit of all the parties. And naturally it is to 
the Kuglfsh-spcnklng province of Ontario that the 
Maritime* look for sympathy and support.

"I visited the premises with a 
search warrant" stated Constable 
W. B. Martindale. "I saw Stuart 
there and found out that merchan- 
dise had hnen exchanged for slugs. 
Prhiglc was outside and I brought 
him In. I saw the three machines 
In the hooth and also three more In 
the dance hall. Two of those in the 
dance hall were turned facing the 
wall, and I was told they were out 
of woiklng order. One of those In 
the hooth was only out of order, 
making three In all. I found num- 
erous five cent and one cent slugs 
in the till. No machine had candles 
In it." 

"The slugs were cashed by an 
employee, not by the accused," con- 
tended Mr. Xtaxlen.

I saw the accused, 
who was unsteady on his feet, 
get into a Ford coupe facing 
north on the road at MusselmarVs 
Lake near the dance hall," 
stated Constable Bob. Windsor. 
'T went to the ear and asked to 
see his driver's permit, but in- 
stead of complying, he put the 
car in gear and raced away. Con- 
stables Fleury and Watt, who 
were in their car nearby, gave 
chase. I heard his companion 
shout loudly for him to stop." 

"Did you have your uniform 
on?" questioned Magistrate 
Woodliffe.

He 
was horn in that district, nnd 
now his son is farming nearby. 

Dear Sir: As Ihe darky .said 
when asked if he could change a 
five.

There are two objectives, both 
timely ami worthy of our rural 
press: 

(1) To make the country "lib- 
rary conscious." There is noth- 
ing worth calling a library iu 
most rural communities. Tho 
reading done by the people in 
Meueral is meagre indeed -and 
relative lo city folk il Is very, 
very small. Let every munici- 
pality have one decent library. 
Let the number of books taken 
out each week be published mil! 
let there he a campaign to net 
more people reading wood hooks. 
Tho present situation is deplor- 
able. Clel our younK folks reiul- 
hig— reading jjood books, thai is 
a bin job. The church Is not 
doing It The school teacher is 
not doln/f It — nobody Is doing It. 
One good librarian is worth 
niimy good fanners or editors. 

(2) too other objective is lo 
make our country folk •'beauty 
conscious." Our public proper- 
ties are most ugly— our school 
buildings are ugly— our churches 
iu the country are Ugly— our 
town halls are u horror of iu*IU 
nuns. Our cemeteries have been 
in recent years redeemed from 
their ugliness through a cam- 
paign. Note ihe surroundings of 
our schools, shrubless, treeless, 
flowerless, ami some of them 
grnssless— their only ornament n 
pump, a woodshed and I wo out- 
houses. Most of our churches are 
In a similar selling. Within they 
are bare structures Indeed. Kvery 
municipality should have a board 
of inspector* empowered to flay 
what ought to he said about our 
abounding uglinesses. 

And Inslly our roads and high- 
ways are a sight. The nulo has 
driven nwny Ihe ahecp who oneo 
mowed to fine sward tho margin 
between ditch and fence, Look 
nt it now— nil gone to need nnd 
burled In dust. 

So (bom you are— two things 
to do— books nnd benuty— Inko 
your choice hut boltove mo I am 
not grouching for the fun of It.

The same 
with Scotch marigolds, and cos- 
mos. But they nre beautiful, and 
when allowed to seed themselves 
down, they grow into stronger 
plants with a wealth of flowers 
much earlier than if planted or 

transplanted in the spring. Lots 
of the plants must be weeded out, 
but I cannot yet call them weeds. 

A lea made of the whole mari- 
gold plant, except root, as one of 
the most healing remedies for 
cuts or broken skin. At the drug 
store you would ask for tincture 
of calendula. 

The sunflower seeds, while a 
splendid food for birds and hens, 
are made into a syrup to cure 
whooping cough and all pulmon- 
ary troubles. Poppies are sleep- 
producing. 

Many of our wayside weeds 
have run away from gardens, 
and. being unrestricted, have 
multiplied and run riot. Such is 
the ox-eye daisy. It is beautiful, 
but one flower can distribute 
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Rose at Holt on Sunday.

enough seed to start trouble, not 1 
only on the roadside— the flower 
is beautiful there — but in the 
field, where in years to come, it 
will have conquered the crop, 
and the land is no use even for 
pasture.

apparently they are too bitter for 
cattle to eat. and somewhere I 
have seen fields entirely given 
up to them. 

Some weeds are so beautiful 
they become a menace before we 
are aware of their character. I 
remember the beautiful yellow 
flowers in a neighbor's grain 
field. It was sow-thistle — one of 
our worst weeds, succulent and 
growing from any small piece of 
root. Even though cut when in 
bloom it will mature seed which 
scatters in the wind, hooks it- 
self in the stubble and begins 
trouble for the farmer. 

A friend told me once how, as 
a girl, she saw a new plant in 
I he garden where they had just 
moved. She watered it nnd 
tended it. When she showed it 
to her father, he said. "Pull it 
up, it is sow-thistle." And so 
often mischief has begun before 
we are aware of the character 
of the plant.

Flowers And Weeds 

Hy DKM'IIINIUM 

Noah Webster, in his diction* 
aty, defines weeds as "Plants 
that are useless or troublesome." 
So many of our weeds haw 
medicinal values that they can- 
not be termed useless, hut are 
troublesome. 

A weed also is any plant— 
however lovely — growing where 
it is not wanted. If you have 
rows of onions growing, you 
weed out anything that is not 
onions, that is, if you are slrong- 
mtiHU'd. Among my onion rows 
grew a few scattered plants of 
large red" poppies, a few very 
bushy cosmos, and a scattered 
few large golden sunflowers. 

! knew that where these 
flowers grow, the onions will he 
few or very small, but they will 
do for Dutch sets* to he planted 
and grow large onions next 
spring. And I do like a few 
flowers to break the monotony 
of the correct rows. 

Should there be too many, they 
must be weeded out, though they 
are only weeds, when grown 
where not wanted nmong other 

crops. 

A weed Is n flower grown wild. 
Flowers of rare culture seldom 
become weeds because they do 
not produce sufficient seed. So 
the flowers that tend to become 
weeds nre those which produce 
seed abundantly nnd drop their 
seeds or scntlcr them lavirhly. 

I i\o not sow the seeds of those 



have not the weed characteristic, 
they are not troublesome and 
they are still beautiful. 

But there is a chcese-mnllow 
which is a weed, though a beau- 
tiful one. It overruns all the 
space around the yards not occu- 
pied by gardens. It certainly 
makes a beautiful setting, but it 
tries had to get a hold among 
the garden plants and is really 
a troublesome weed. Cut it off, 
and it grows more abundantly. 
Its slight tap root goes down to 
moisture and is not easily pulled 
up.
